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i. A number of lnbor officers with Communist leanings, who had been oceupied 
formerly with Gouvernement Militaire and who had been dismissed from their 
jobs in 1947 on order of General of the Armies Koenig, have rearpeared in 
the Franch Zone during the last threa nonths from mid~Auuat to mid= oven 
ber, 1945. They are provided with Saar rassports. Some of them reside in 
the zone for long nerinds, others cone and go. During the last three months 
some of them have participated in sessions of Gernan Corrmmist trade union 
functionaries at which the success of Communist trade union work in France 
and the lessons to be drawn therefrom vere discussed. One of these “ormer 
jabor officers, an unidentified Communist comint from Alsace, usuiliy resides 
with Communist Landtag Deputy !mller: in Ludvieshafen during his stays in 
the gone. 
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The former Freneh Minister for Labor. Cormmnist Marcel Paul, is in charre 

of the rrorram of cooperation between the French and Gernan Corrunists. Paul's 
emissaries do not confine themselves to cooperation with trade union fune= 
tionaries only, out also keep close contact with the leaders of the Conrunist 
Farty in the French Zone. During October 1942 , three French Communists took 
part in a session of zonal funetionaries of the KFPD in the French Zore, among 
uhon vere Otto Niebergall, “uller, and Prinz, in which a still closer eoopera— 
tion betusen French and German Cormunists was planned for the late fall and 
winter of 1945. 
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
